W ASHINGTON. May 1.— A par­ 
tial decision was rendered today by 
the supreme court in the Red Riv­ 
er boundary dispute betxveen Ok­ 
lahom a and Texas in which the 
United States Intervened. 
The questions disposed of in the 
opinion rendered by Justice \a n - 
devanter 
were thos* 
relating to 
title to land In the bed of the riv­ 
er, 
valuable because 
of od 
and 
gas discoveries ni the Big 
Bend 
country. 
Iu many instances the remaining 
conflict of title cannot be dispos­ 
ed of until the court locates what 
is th< 
south hank of the 
river, 
w hich it has decided is the north­ 
ern boundary of Texas. 
"When the opinion as to whether 
the south hank of the river is at j 
the foot of the bluff on the Texas 
side or is the south bank of the ; 
river at normal stage, often a mile j 
or more distant from the bluffs, 
or whether som e intermediate lino 
between th< river at normal stnue 
and the bluffs is designated by the . 
court, the rights <>f the conflict­ 
ing litigants were in a larg« m eas­ 
ure quieted today. 
Outstanding points in the opin­ 
ion were: 
The entire bed of the river is 
within Oklahom a and Texas and 
its grantees and licenses have no , 
proprietary interests in the hi d.
